CONVENTION betaveen his Britannick Majefty 
and the King of Spain. Signed at London, ‘the 
14th of Fuly, 1786, 

HE Kings of England and of Spain, animated 

with the fame defire of confolidating by eve- 

cy means in their power, the friendthip fo happily 
fubfitting between them and their kingdoms, and 
wifhing, with one accord, to prevent even the tha~ 
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ate land, till it interfects the river Wallis 3 and by: 


the centre of the fame river, «the faid line fhall de- 
{cend to the point where it will meet the line altea- 


dy fettled and marked out by the Commiflionérd of 
the two Crowns in 17833 which limits, following 
the continuation of the faid line, fhall be obferved as 


formerly flipulated by the definitive treaty. 


ILI. Athough no-other advantages have hither+ 
to been in queftion, except that of cutting wood for 
dying, yet his Catholick Majelty, as a greater praof 
of his difpofition to oblige the King of Great Bm- 
tain, will grant to the, Englith the liberty of, cutting 
all other wood, without even jexcepting Mahogany, 
as well as gathering all the fruits, or produce of the 
earth, purely natural and uncultivated, which mays 
‘befides being carried away in their natural ftare, be- 
come an object of utility or of commerce, whether 
for food or for mannfacures: But it is exprefsly 
agreed, that this {tipulation is never to be ufed a a 
pretext for eftablithing in that country any plama-
